After a day of labor, of oratory, of roll calls, the House yesterday 
got through the Unpaid Bills measure, all but the reading of the report 
of the committee of the whole to the House, on second reading of the 
bill. 
This report 
will be read this morning; 
it takes some time to 
prepare such a document, as all the amendments must he set forth, and 
then the second passage of the bill will be had, so that its final consid- 
eration may be confidently expected for Saturday morning 
There were two items which consumed the entire day, but on these 
the argument was as heated as though hundreds of thousands were at 
stake, instead of a comparatively few hundreds. 
The Molokai health 
guards proposition was up and was talked over for more than an hour, 
ending in the indefinite postponement of the matter. 
This with some 
talk over what shall be done by the officials of the House as to the 
production of the records in court took up the morning. 
The record 
was finally produced. 
The entire afternoon 
was occupied with the paiai matter, there 
being a long talk over the four claims of Judge Kalua for repayment 
of some $1,500 
on various pretexts. 
The larger items of claims, 
in- 
volving respectively 500, 500 and 166 bundles of paiai were all passed 
by large majorities, but when it came to a small 
item, something like 
$35, the House fell upon it in a spasm of virtue, and it was knocked out. 
The members of the House have shown that they were in earnest 
in their talking for the lepers, in that they have raised $35 for the June 
11 holiday, which is quite a deal more than was subscribed by the upper

Before Judge Gear at nine o'clock yesterday morning, the judicial 
battle over the validity of the County Act began.

Mr. Cooper took an

George A. Davis, E. B. McClanahan and S. H. Derby as counsel.

Sol. Mehcula, clerk of the House of Representatives,

had plenty to do watching the money 
The registrar was left alone 
but the deputy was boosted as was the stenographer. 
The same 
officer in the bureau of conveyances was aided, while the surveyor 
received a substantial addition to the bill's allowance. 
Work stormed 
suddenly 
when 
the Public 
Works office was 
reached, as the payrolls had been made out and the Treasury was 
supposed to have money. 
It was not ieady, however, and so the 
members had to wait a time. 
The proposal to make a new official, 
a commissioner 
of immigration, 
was well 
received 
and 
will

pitscd by the committee 
in charge. 
Besides its final passing of the House expense bill, which dining 
the afternoon brought the joy of possession of coin to the Represen- 
tatives, the Senate yesterday passed the Board of Health items in

COOPER DECLARES 
COUNTY 
ACT VOID 


The mandamus 
suit of Governor 
Dole and others, constituting 
the Board of Public Institutions, against Henry E. Cooper, Super- 
intendent of Public Works, had its hearing continued 
from yester- 
day until Thursday. 
Superintendent Cooper, in his return to the writ, denies that the 
officials named as complainants "constitute a Board of Public In- 
stitutions as set forth in Paragraph 
I. of said alternative writ for; 
the reason that the Act of the Legislature of the Territory of Ha- 
waii purporting to create such Board of Public Institutions, to wit: 
Act 
31 of the Session Laws of 1903, is contrary and repugnant to 
the provisions 
of the aforementioned 'Act to provide a government 
for the Territory of Hawaii,' and is null and void; and more 
par- 
ticularly for the reason that that part of the said Act 
31 of the 
Session Laws of 1903 which purports to create such Board of Public 
Institutions is contrary and repugnant to the aforesaid 'Act to pro- 
vide a government for the Territory of Hawaii' and especially to 
Sections 
45, 73, 75, and So of said Act." 
While admitting that on April 22, 1903, the Governor approved 
a purported Act of the Legislature entitled 'An Act providing for; 
the organization of Counties and Districts and the management 
and 
control of Public Works and Public Institutions therein, the respond 
ent "denies that said Act was passed by the Legislature in manner 
and form as the same was signed by the said Governor." 
Further along he denies that the Board was legally organized, 
for the reason that the law purporting to create it was repugnant 
to the Organic Act. 
The meeting 
of the Board referred to in the; 
complaint 
he declares a nullity for the reasons already set forth. 
As a separate and distinct matter of defense to the writ, the 
respondent alleges "that said Act 31 of the Session Laws of 1903 as 
signed by the Governor of the Territory was never passed, by the 
Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii or by cither the Senate or 
House of Representatives of said Legislature, and is therefore null 
and void and of no force or effect whatsoever." 
As another separate defense Superintendent 
Cooper "alleges 
that this Honorable Court is without jurisdiction to hear and deter- 
mine all or any of the things and matters in said writ set forth.''

The Official and Commercial

Northern 
Securities

to the surface again 
In a new 
phase. 
It will 
be remembered that a 
few weeks ago the four judges or tnc 
U. 
S. Circuit Court decided 
that 
the 
purchase 
by the Northern 
- Securities 
Company of the control of the stock 
of the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern 
Railroads was unlawful, as 
being in restraint 
of trade, 
by reason 
of the two roads being competitors 
be- 
tween common 
points. 
An injunction 
was Issued prohibiting the holding 
com- 
pany from dealing with the two roads. 
Among other acts covered 
by the 
in- 
junction was the payment of dividends. 
The Securities Company 
applied for n 
modification of this portion of the 
in- 
junction and against the opposition 
of 
the 
Attorney General 
of the United 
States, 
the 
modification 
has 
been 
granted. 
The grounds for the modif- 
ication seem reasonable. 
They are that 
the law does not prescribe any 
forfei- 
ture of the property of the Securities 
Company, that it simply provides that 
it shall not carry on business in such 
manner 
ns to arbitrarily 
restrain 
the 
freedom of trade. 
If on appeal the Supremo 
Court sus 
tains the decision 
of the lower court, 
all thnt 
will 
bo required 
Is that the 
stock In the two railroads shall bo re- 
turned 
to the original owners thereof. 
Or In other words, the decision 
will bo 
practically an nnnullment ol the agree- 
ments of the sale to the Securities Com- 
pany, the ownership 
of the stock 
re- 
maining 
ns it was 
prior thereto. 
As 
the same persons 
o owned the rail- 
road shares own a pro rata amount 
In 
the Secuiltles Company, 
there will 
be 
no confusion 
and the money 
paid out 
ns dividends, 
whether It Is paid direct 
to the owners 
ns stockholders in 
th- - 
railroads, 
or indirectly ns stockholders 
in the Securities Company, 
will go to 
the same 
people 
and 
in 
the 
same 
amounts. 
Under these ctrcumstnnces the court 
has 
heliV that 
It would be an 
unneei'S-snr- 
y 
hardship 
to 
the stockholders 
to 
3teep the dividends 
tied up, pending the 
decision 
of the Supreme Court, no prin- 
ciple being Involved cither In the with- 
holding or payment of the dividends. 
The payment 
of the regular monthly 
dividend of the Securities 
Company will

Chambers of Commerce resemble each other only in name. There 
are Chambers 
of Commerce which are merely solemn conclaves 
of 


large-wniste- 
capitalists who meet when their own interests are im- 
perilled nnd pass resolutions; and there are other Chambers of Com- 
merce which are filled witli shrewd, public spirited and progressive 
men who get together when there is a chance to do something 
for 
the community 
nnd who go ahead and do it. 
Until lately the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce was a Kip Van Winkle organiza- 
tion which woke up once in so many years to look about in a dazed 
way and hear the dogs bark at it; and possibly, despite the roasting 
it iiad from the Chronicle it is the same somnolent 
body yet. 
Its 
last remembered 
nronsal 
coincided 
with 
that of the 
Honolulu 
Chamber of Commerce, when congratulatory cable messages passed 
between them 
though there nre flippant persons who deny thnt any 
real nwakening occurred and lay the whole thing to somnambulism. 
We are called to this subject by the receipt from the San Diego 
Chamber 
of Commerce 
of a leaflet, under date of May 15, which 
shows what value to a city such a civic body may become if it is in 
the right hnnds. 
The membership of the San Diego Chamber is 100, 
or two per cent of the population. 
A handsome headquarters, filled 
with exhibits of the county's products 
is kept up. 
Says the leaflet: 
"Illustrated literature 
is- prominently 
displayed 
and some one can 
jiIwiivh lm found in the ollice to answer innuiries 
everything possi 
ble being done to attract and please the large number of people who 
daily throng the rooms." 
During four months ending 
Mny in, 
20.-00- 
0 
visitors 
Baw the display nnd about 
UH.OOO 
pieces of literature 
were handed out. 
Nearly as many more were mailed. 
One thousand 
letters, an average of 250 per month or over eignt a (lay, were 
re- 
ceived and answered. 
For three months in the year a special tourist 
agent is supported at Los Angeles and an exhibit maintained. 
Here 
is a paragraph of the leallet which it given entire: 


Close touch has been kept with the management of the different 
railways interested in western passenger 
trafllc, and valuable assist- 
ance has been obtained from them in advertising our beautiful city. 
Special letters have also been written and furnished eastern papers, 
and several very desirable writeups have been secured in prominent 
magazines. 
The result of this thorough 
and effective work is evi 
denced by fhe large number of tourists who spend the winter months 
with us, and there is every reason to believe that the ratio of increase 
will steadily grow greater and greater, for in the opinion 
of 
ex- 
perienced observers the influx has but just commenced. 
The.people 
throughout less favored portions 
01 our great ami prosperous 
coun- 
try are just beginning to realize that the gates of an earthly paradise 
are open to them, and it is safe to say that the prediction of Collis 
P. Huntington that Southern California is destined 
to become the 
most thickly inhabited portion of the civilized world, is being rapid- 
ly fulfilled. 
In all this favored region no spot 
is more attractive 
than our own magnificent county, within whose immense area homes 
may be found for many times the present population, 
a thousand 
hoi'nes where one exists to day. 


The San Diego Chamber 
has hundreds of watchful eyes and 
niissps no nlinnce fo heln the ireneral interests of the city. 
Legisla 
tion, State and National is watched, 
especially 
to the end that the 
port shall be improved. 
The Chamber ascertained, at large expense, 
the character of the formation 
of the bar at the entrance of the har- 
bor and then brought enough pressure fo bear on Congress 
to get 
appropriations for dredging 
and building a jetty. 
Contracts have 
been let to give the bar a depth of thirty feet at low water. By hard 
work the Chamber got the Government 
to set aside 400 acres for 
a military reservation and build a fort on it. 
As showing how active the Chamber of Commerce is and how 
wide is the range of its effort, the following extract from the leallet 
will be of interest:

rine life to be found in San Diego bay, and in the ocean just off 
shore, which 
have reason to believe will result in the permanent 
establishment of a great Biological Station on our bay, one that 
will attract students and scientists from all over the world, and this 
is the result of the efforts of but one of the many committees 
con- 
stantly working for the advancement of San Diego's interests. 


Now there is a Chamber of Commerce worth while. 
It is awake, 
progressive, 
public-spirited- , 
watchful and constructive; 
the kind of a Chamber 
Commerce that pays. 
And through its 
efforts, despite the fact that San Diego 
is arid and not to be com- 
pared either in climate or scenery with the Paradise of the Pacific 
the place is drawing thousands of tourists and hundred 
of settlers 
annually. 
"The moral of all this," as Cap'n Cuttle was wont to remark, 
"lies in the application 
of it."

Newman

Diligent, 
capable, 
honest 
and of plea- 
sant manners, Newman 
seemed 
destin- 
ed to a worthy career and a happy end- 
ing of his life.

THE 
EIGHT 
HOUR 
LAW. 


The Official anil Commercial 
Itcconl 
The Territorial 
legislature has 
pass- 
ed 
a law requiring 
nil 
contractors 
doing government work to work 
their 
employees 
but eight hours a day. 
About tho same time that the legis- 
lature 
of Hawaii 
wns 
enacting 
this 
law, the Court of Appeals of tho State 
of New York was delivering an' opin- 
ion that n similar law recently passed 
by the legislature 
of New 
York, 
vio- 
lated the fourteenth nmendment to the 
Federal constitution, 
nnd was 
there- 
fore 
void. 
The constitutional 
provision 
vlolnted, 
guarantees equal protection under the 
laws 
to nil citizens. 
The reasoning 
by which the law In 
question Is held to be Inconsistent with 
the constitution, 
Is thnt the law allows 
one 
person 
to lawfully contract 
with 
a prlvnte 
individual 
to 
do 
certain 
work 
under 
certain 
conditions, 
but 
prohibits 
another 
person from 
doing 
tho same kind of work, under like con 
ditions, 
for 
tho 
government. 
This 
places 
the bccond 
contractor 
under a 
disadvantage 
as compared 
with 
tho 
first. 
In other words, the law is 
nl 
in Its effect 
upon the two citi- 
zens, 
discriminating 
ngnlnst 
the 
lat- 
ter. 
Tho 
New York decision 
appears 
to 
bo sound. 
The same reasoning applies 
to the Hawaiian law, and It would 
ap- 
pear to have died "a bornln." 
The pennlty prescribed 
by tho 
Ha- 
waiian statute 
Is a 
fine of not less 
than 
110 nor more than 
$100. 
Tho law can bo tested at any time 
by a contractor 
exceeding 
tho eight 
hour limit, 
nnd 
a prosecution 
being 
brought for violation of tho statute. 
It 
Is In tho public 
Interest 
to hnve 
tho law tested nt an early date, 
as 
government work will 
cost 
consider- 
ably more under tho eight hour limit 
than under 
tho 
usunl 
nlno 
and ten 
hour working day, 
which 
hours have 
heretofore 
prevulled 
throughout 
the 
Territory. 


A DECISIVE 
EPOCH-MANI- 
FEST 
DES-TIN- 


About 
forty 
years 
ago 
or 
there- 
abouts, 
In advance 
of Secretary 
Se- 
ward, a gentleman, 
now 
resident 
In 
Honolulu, was probably the first man 
publicly to declare that, In the 
twen- 
tieth Century, the Pacific Ocean would 
rue the theatre 
of the world's greatest 
commercial and financial progress, 
In 
which 
he predicted 
tho United States 
would bear the most consplclous part. 
The accuracy of these prognostications 
is 
now 
generally 
conceded. 
At 
thnt 
time, of course, 
there was no thought 
of any political entrance 
of the United 
States 
Into the wide and stagnant 
as 
of Asia, 'Insular 
or continental. 
The war with Spain did not nppear on 
the horizon, 
and the acquisition 
of the 
Philippines, whether or no they be per- 
manently retained, was beyond the re 
gion of conjecture. 
There were states 
men 
and writers, 
who 
looked 
to the 
ultlmnte annexation 
of Hawaii, or the 
stnbllshmcnt of a protectorate, as prac. 
tlcable nnd even desirable, but these 
anticipations 
rested 
upon 
a 
purely

tutions, though of Importace in 
mat- 
ters of detail, Interpose very slight 
ob- 
stacles. 
For the purpose of this arti- 
cle it would 
be superfluous to discuss 
the question of tho applicability 
of the 
American system to'.the Philippine ar- 
chipelago. 
It may be safely assumed, 
that, except In contingencies of which 
there 
Is 
no visible sign, 
the polltlcnl 
destiny of Hawaii 
is determined, and 
that these Islands are 
the 
advanced 
guard of the mightiest of world powers. 
The 
designs of 
Russia 
on 
China, 
therefore, ns manifested 
by Us policy 
In Manchuria 
and pointed by Its 
re- 
cent nets of tergiversation, 
are of 
di- 
rect, Immediate and absorbing, 
Inter- 
est to the American 
people. 
Itself 
largely of Asiatic, and chiefly of Tar- 
tar, extraction, It pursues, remorseless- 
ly and with unprincipled nstuteness, a 
consecutive policy that has existed for 
centuries, nnd the final object of which 
Is the domination 
of 
Mongolian 
Asia 
nnd the Pacific. 
In the march towards 
Ideals 
of ma- 
terial. Intellectual and moral suprema- 
cy, there is a sense in which genera- 
tions nre of but little Import, but there 
Is another 
sense. In which the 
deter- 
mination of a moment may deeply 
or 
permanently 
color 
the future. 
Such a 
moment, 
though It may be temporari- 
ly deferred, is In plain sight, and may 
be seized or apathetically 
disregarded, 
ns the executive branch of our govern- 
ment may be roused to decisive 
action 
or persuaded 
or bullied 
into 
torpor. 
Shall the hoarded wealth of Chnn, 
Co-re- a 
nnd other 
Asiatic 
territory, 
In- 
evitably to be swung Into the tides of 
modern 
advancement, 
feed the Musco- 
vite or tho composite race, of which 
the United States and the British Em- 
pire are the representatives? 
This is 
the problem, 
In 
tho solution of which 
present movements will be most influ- 
ential, and probably controlling. 
The power and statesmanship 
of Rus- 
sia are not to be 
under-estimate- 
d. 
The 
map of the World on Mercator's 
Pro- 
jection, 
which 
is most convenient for 
tho purpose, shows the territorial 
uni- 
fication 
of the Muscovite 
Empire, from 
St. Potersburgh 
to Behrlng Straits, its 
southern 
boundary 
being 
coincident 
with the 
northern 
line of China for 
seventy degrees 
of longitude or there- 
abouts. 
The transfer 
of Alaska to the 
United States was at once the settle- 
ment of the eastern line of the Empire 
upon Asiatic soil and withdrawal 
from 
a dangerous position In the northwest 
ern part of North America, which on 
all sides wns 
flanked 
by 
the 
United 
States and 
tho 
Canadian 
Dominion. 
And tho seizure or retention 
of Man- 
churia 
would 
mean the driving 
of 
a, 
wedge 
Into 
tho northeastern 
part 
of 
the Chinese Empire, that would secure 
to Russia an Impregnnble position 
In 
China Itself, would give It the men"" 
by a few 
more 
blows, 
of breaking 
its 
unity, would Insure the ascendancy 
of 
the 
Russian 
sphere 
of 
Influence, 
nnd 
would 
nlso enable that power to com- 
mand the seas adjacent 
to the easterly 
coast of Chlnn, to Corea and to Japan, 
and n clear entrance 
to the North Pa 
cific Ocean. 
This a time for breadth, 
prescience 
nnd definlteness. 
In American 
state-mnnshl- 
p. 
Tho 
nice 
adjustments 
of 
what Is termed tho "balance of power" 
in Europe, is only fully understood by 
students of history, geography and pro 
duction, and by the chief engineers of 
governments. 
A period has now been 
reached, when comprehensive thought, 
correct knowledge of details, nnd posi 
tive nnd firm executive force, must be 
npplled 
to issues, not 
identlcnl 
but 
similar, in the Orient nnd in tho Paci 
fic. 
Great Britain practically holds the 
eastern approaches to Asia by way of 
the Cape of Good Hope and the Isth 
mus of Suez. 
The United Stntes. which 
has approximately 
one-ha- lf 
of 
tho 
wealth of tho globe, and by the Irre 
sistible trend of events hns been forced 
out of Its cxcluslvcncss into intimate 
and enlnrglng relations with the great 
powers, 
must 
bo equally commnndlng 
towards 
Cape 
Horn and the Panama 
or Nicaragua 
Canal. 
It must not be forgotten that. 
In the 
.struggle which Russln, Isolated 
nnd 
medieval, Is forcing in the East, Japan. 
ronnnlly ns respects Great Britain nnd 
substantially 
ns respects 
tho 
United 
Stntes, has 
withdrawn 
from 
Asiatic, 
gloom and Immobility, 
nnd has consti- 
tuted Itself n sentinel for the ndvnnced 
nations 
and 
for aspiring 
civilization, 
Tho United Stntes and Great Britain, 
each discharging its special functions, 
without technical nlllance, but standing 
for the same race, the same language, 
nnd mnlnly nnnlagous systems of law, 
with a resident partner on the scene 
of material 
conflict, 
can stay 
Musco- 
vite nggressslveness, 
baptize 
tho 
Ori- 
ent with financial nnd commercial free- 
dom, restrain 
tho octopus of 
m 
within its own limits, until Its 
Internnl convulsions shnll have result- 
ed in comparative 
liberty and educa- 
tion, 
and propel humanity 
nlois 
Its 
upward 
ways, until It reaches 
those 
shining heights, where resolute and un- 
polluted 
progress 
shnll begin 
to 
see 
its 
final 
opportunities. 
And all this

THE LEPERS GET AMERICAN 
GOLD AND SILVER QOIN 


"Good American'- 
- gold' and silver is now circulating at the 
Leper 
Settlement instead of the Kalakatia silver which 
the lepers sometime 
ago petitioned the Board 
Health to redeem before it was forever 
too late. 
Supt. Jack McVeigh has been acting 
as exchange agent at the 
settlement, through the medium of the Board of Health store, and now 
all but about 
hundred dollars of the Hawaiian silver has been taken 
up. 
Originally there 
three thousand dollars of silver in circula- 
tion at the settlement 
the entire circulating 
medium of the 
lepers. 
When they heard that Congress had passed a law providing 
for the 
redemption of the Hawaiian 
silver, the lepers immediately petitioned 
to the Board to redeem their money. 
They said they did not want to 
be caught at the' end of the year with a lot of money on hand that 
wasn t of any value except as so much bullion, and didn't want to take 
the chances of a fifty per cent depreciation. 
The Board of Health 
appreciated 
the reasonableness of the 
re- 
quest, but when it tried to remedy the difficulty 
a large 
sized 
snag 
appeared in the way. 
The First National Bank is the agent to redeem 
the Hawaiian silver, under appointment of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 
When President 
Cecil Brown was requested to send a man to the 
settlement in order to redeem the coin he demurred. 
The First 
Na- 
tional Bank was, to be sure, the agent to redeem the silver, but could 
only do so when the Hawaiian money was presented over the counters 
of the bank in Honolulu. 
Besides there wasn't any way of navincr the 
expenses 
such a trip, the agent was not getting a profit for acting 
for the national government, and was reimbursed only for the expenses 
of insurance and freight to the San Francisco mint. 
Consequently that 
scheme was reluctantly abandoned. 
Next 
it was suggested that Supt. McVeigh "bring the money to 
Honolulu for the lepers. 
Mr. McVeigh said he was willing enough 
to 
this but that the lepers were not entirely of a trustful nature, and 
however much confidence they might have in him, if some of the coin 
happened to be mutilated or defaced, so as to have denreciatcd in value.

REVERSED 


Supreme Court Is 
Divided Once 
Again. 


By a majority 
opinion 
the Supreme 
Court hns' reversed 
tho Circuit Court 
In tho action to quiet title of Samuel C. 
Allen 
vs. George 
W. 
Luc-u- , 
Albert U. 
Lucas, a minor, 
by his 
guardian 
ad 
litem, J. J. Dunne, nnd Thos. R. Lucas, 
Jr., Lydla 
C. Lucas. Jr., and Norman 
W. Lucas, minors, 
by their guardian 
ad litem, E. M. Watson. 
Chief Justice 
Frenr writes the opinion, Justice 
Perrj-signin- 
g 
It with him. 
A dissenting opin- 
ion 
la filed by Justice 
Gnlhralth. 
W. 
A. Whiting, Holmes & Stanley and C 
F. demons 
conducted 
tho 
case 
for 
plaintiff, and E. 
M. Watson and J. J. 
Dunne for defendants. 
In Its opening 
the opinion thus states the controversy: 
"This is a stntutory 
action to quiet 
title. 
It 
Is brought 
by a mortgagee 
after default of the mortgagors, against 
certain other persons, who, It Is alleg- 
ed, claim 
nn estnto or Interest 
In the 
mortgaged land. On demurrer, the Cir- 
cuit Court ordered tho complaint 
dis- 
missed 
nnd 
plaintiff 
to pay costs 
In- 
cluding a fo0 of $75 to one of tho gunr-- 
dlans nd litem and of $30 to the other. 
to 
which 
order tho plaintiff exceotcd 
and now brings the caso here by writ 
of error." 
Tho principal point raised 
Is that a. 
mortgagee has not such title or Interest 
as to enable him to bring nn action of 
this 
kind. 
Two 
lending 
theories of 
mortgages nro discussed by tho court. 
One 
Is tho common 
law theory which, 
regards the mortgage as what 
It pur- 
ports to bo 
a deed defeasible 
upon the 
performance of a condition subsequent. 
Tho title passes to tho mortgagee, 
xvhtf 
Is entitled 
to possession 
and may 
re- 
cover It In ejectment, In the absence of. 
nn agreement to the contrary, even be- 
fore default 
by tho mortgagor; 
After 
default 
his 
title 
becomes 
absolute at 
law and tho mortgagor cannot even re- 
deem. 
But equity after some centuries 
stepped In nnd permitted the mortgagor 
to redeem. 
The other 
Is tho equitable 
theory. 
which 
tho 
court 
says 
Is mostly of 
stntutory 
origin. 
There aro no Hawai- 
ian statutes nor Hawaiian Judicial pre- 
cedents 
requiring 
Its adoption 
here. 
On the contrary, the precedents, so far 
ns they go, point the other way. 
There 
has been no usngo 
hero that has gone 
to the extent of showing thnt a mort- 
gagee has not sufficient 
title after de- 
fault 
of the mortgagor 
to enable him 
to protect 
himself against 
third 
par-tic-s. 


Another 
question at 
Issue 
was the 
payment of fees to tho guardians 
ad 
litem 
of tho minor defendants ordered 
ngninst the plaintiff. "As to the merits 
of the question of fees," the court says. 
" n court of law has no authority 
in 
the absence of stntutu to allow fees of 
this kind, In the nature of counsel 
fees, 
against a losing party. 
Such fees 
maj-b- o 
allowed 
as necessary 
expenses 
In 
probate out of tho estates of the minors 
themselves, 
and 
In somejurisdictions, 
under statutes, by the court trying the 
action, hut not by that court In the ab- 
sence of Btatuto und against 
tho 
op- 
posite party. 
"Tho writ 
Is allowed, 
tho Judgment 
and order below reversed nnd the case 
remanded to tho Circuit Court for fur- 
ther proceedings consistent 
with this 
opinion," 
In the syllabus the law of tho case 'ft 
thus declared: 
"A mortgagee hns sufficient 
title or 
Interest after default by the mortgagor 
to enable him to bring a statutory ac- 
tion to quiet tltlo against third parties. 
"A court of law cannot, 
In the 
ab- 
sence of statute, allow fees, 
In the na- 
ture 
of counsel 
fees, 
to guardians 
tdl 
litem to be paid by the opposite par- 
ties." 
Justice Galbralth maintains that the 
Hawaiian statute Is not so broad as the 
majority states, and that "tho general 
law requires that tho plaintiff 
In the 
action to quiet title must hold the legal 
title." 
Further nlong ho says: 
"A good and sufficient renson 
In 
law-wh- 
a mortgagee cannot, prior to fore- 
closure and sale, 
maintain 
the statu- 
tory action to quiet title Is that he does 
not hold tho legal title to the, land." 
Regarding law and precedent In 
Ha-wa- ll, 
he says: 
"While we have no statute governing 
this question thero Is not wanting here 
Judicial development of tho law along 
tho lines contended for by tho plaintiff; 
nnd, It seems to mo, that It Is only nec 
essary to advance one moro step In or 
der to render a statute on the subject 
entirely superfluous. 
This 
step, 
us

It, Is taken In tho ipajorlty 
opinion, 
namely, holding In effect that 
a mortgage convoys 
to tho mortgagee 
tho legal tltlo to tho mortgaged prem- 
ises,"

Ho quotes the Hawaiian decisions 
In 
Campbell 
vs. KamnlopllI 
and Kalkalna- - 
hnolo vs. Allen, and proceeds thus: 
"Thero Is a wide difference between 'a. 
vested Interest 
In land' and tho legal 
title 
to land. 
The law of this 
ques- 
tion ought not, 
In my opinion, 
to be 
developed further by Judicial decisions. 
If a stutute 
on the subject 
Is 
deslr-abl- o 
tho legislature and not the court 
should 
make It." 
The dissenting Justice 
In conclusion 
contends that there 
Is a procedure of 
long usngo ample to protect and enforce 
every right 
of n mortgagee after 
de- 
fault, adding: 
"No satisfactory 
reason 
Is shown 
why the plaintiff should not 
follow this settled proceduro Instead ot 
experimenting 
with this statutory ac- 
tion before the title to tho land Is vest- 
ed In him." 
The judgment and order reversed tr 
the majority were delivered by Judge 
Humphreys 
before 
ho resigned office

has A. T. Atkinson, Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, 
Htrlved to have tnis 
lamentable 
omission 
In 
local 
philan- 
thropy filled. 
Often Judge Wilcox has 
sagely and sympathetically 
expressed 
from the bench 
his regret that there 
was 
no humnne manner 
of 
dealing 
with 
Incorrigible 
and neglected girls 
brought 
before 
him. 
An appropriation 
to estnbllsh a girls' 
Industrial 
school 
was 
voted

BERREY'S COMMERCIAL REPORT 


Bcrrcy's financial report for the last fortnight 
of. May 
is .is 
follows 
: 
Business 
brightened up considerably during the last week of 
May and there is a more hopeful tone in commercial 
circles from 
the bottom to the top. 
This is perhaps due more to the healing 
virtue of time than to any recent occurrence, 
though the payment 
of the 'fire claims and of a number of sugar plantation dividends 
is 
certainly of material assistance. 
So far about a quarter of a million 
dollars has been paid to fire claimants and the line will be in evidence 
at the Firts National Bank for several weeks yet. 
It is pretty well 
settled now that the bonds, 
31110111111118: 
to such a considerable 
pro- 
portion 
of the whole of the gift from Congress, 
will be handled 
locally, with doubtless a good deal of the money to come from the 
Mainland. 
The Senate of the Legislature in special session 
has 
voted a respectable 
monetary reward to Mr. J. G. Pratt, the man 
who secured the fire claims appropriation at the hands of Congress. 
The House, for political reasons, has once refused to recognize the 
services of Mr. Pratt, but this verdict may be reconsidered. 
Speak- 
er Becklcy, who is one of the 
best-balanc- 
and most reasonable 
of legislators, 
surprised the business community by taking the floor 
and arguing that Mr. Pratt should not be compensated 
for the record 
he made, on the ground that Delegate 
Wilcox should have been 
entrusted with the business. 
It is but fair to declare that no man 
other than 
Mr. Pratt could 
have 
secured 
this appropriation at 
Washington and that, no matter how willing Mr. Wilcox was, his 
efforts would have been without avail, owing to his illness and to 
his lack of acquaintance at Washington. 
The interests of Mr. Pratt 
before the Legislature are being looked after by the Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
and the Merchants' Association. 
The latter bod', by 
the way, has just had the pleasure of another visit from Mr. Dohr- - 
liiami, of San rrancisco, who is really the lather of the Association 
here, being one of the moving spirits in a similar organization at the 
Coast metropolis. 
Mr. Dohrmann addressed the Association 
one 
day last week and gave it valuable 
counsel. 
The stock market is still extremely quiet and there is practically 
nothing doing in real estate. 
The share dealers say that they hope 
for activity as the year grows on. 
Very few orders are coming 
from the Mainland. 
It is believed that the extension of the Rapid 
Transit line to Kaimukj, 
which will go ahead without delay, will 
be the cause of the transfer of lots and some building in that health- 
ful section. 
The Rapid Transit Company recently declared a divi- 
dend of six per cent on its preferred stock. 
It is said that there is a hitch in the sale by the receiver of the 
Kona plantation. 
The affairs 
of this rather unfortunate estate 
attract very little attenion. 
Mr. Shingle, the field man of the 
Wat-erhou- sc 
Trust Company, 
has troiic to the Island of Hawaii 
again. 
It was he who bid in Kona at the auction. 
The understanding is 
that Mr. Shingle has traveled over to straighten out the deal if 
possible and, further, that while in the vicinity the young man will 
call upon the redoubtable 
Col. Norris and use his best endeavors 
to 
get the famous 
Kahuku 
ranch 
into the market again. 
As Mr. 
Shingle 
is an unusually suave manipulator, he may succeed in this 
mission. 
It was announced 
only ten days ago that Col. Norris had 
declared most emphatically 
that he would entertain no offers for his 
estate. 
The Kahuku ranch is of something over 200,000 acres and 
has much arable land as well as magnificent stock range. 
A pretty 
fight 
is 
in progress 
in this island 
between 
"Tack" Dowsett and 
"Link" McCandless 
for a big tract of grazing land in the Waialua 
section. 
They are the chief bidders for a large acreage hitherto 
thought to be "waste" land, but now esteemed at a fine rate per acre. 
Governor Dole intervened in the contest and there will be an auction 
sale in a few weeks. 
The late S. C. Allen left an estate which schedules 
more than 
$2,000,000. 
He was worth probably a million more than this. 
The 
property is to be handled by a trust. 
Mr. J. R. Gait, for the bond trustees, has issued a report on the 
present condition 
of Waialua plantation. 
The statement 
is one 
that has raised the hopes of the stockholders. 
Waialua is to use 
oil for fuel and it is estimated that the saving in this department will 
be thirty per cent. 
At Ookala a brave fight is being made against 
the cane hopper. 
The devastating insect has shown 
up on one 
other estate in the neighborhood. 
A natural enemv for the pest is 
being sought. 
In the meantime, 
the dependence 
for lcsseniner of 
the ravages is almost solely on rain. 
The planters feel rather 
in- 
sured against insect pests or damages to any great or general extent 
so long as the eminent 
Prof. 
Kocbcle remains 
in service as ento- 
mologist. 
The lantana blight which was planted in Nuuanu val- 
ley was less than one week in reaching Diamond 
Head. 
Papers transferring the Haysclden 
interest in the Island of 
Lanai stock farm have been filed for record. 
The price given 
is 
$60,000. 
Property included 
is 12.000 acres of grazing land in fee 
simple and 2,500 acres under rental, with a large flock of sheep and 
a few cattle and horses. 
The Rapid Transit Company has about completed the construc- 
tion of its line clown Emma and Alakea streets to the fish market. 
The company 
is now using oil for fuel. 
All interested are well 
satisfied with the change. 
A huge electric power plant with water 
for generation has been installed by the Pioneer Mill Plantation 
Company, near Lahaina, Maui. 
Business 
is better with the Hono- 
lulu Iron Works here again. 
Nine-roll- er 
mills, of the Ewa type, 
are being built for Kahuku 
and Paahau 
Plantations. 
E. Faxon 
Bishop, of Brewer & Co., is defendant 
in a suit for $113,000, charged 
with violating the immigration laws by bringing 113 Koreans 
into 
the country under contract. 
It is learned that the transaction was 
investigated by Commissioner 
bargent during the recent visit 
the high 
official 
to Honolulu and the decision reached that there 
had been no violation 
of the statute. 
The law under which 
Mr. 
Bishop 
is cited to answer before 
fudge Estee is a most unusual 
enactment of Congress 
in that it provides the whole of the penalty 
incurred shall go to the informers. 
The latter in the local case are 
said to include twenty young men. 
The statement is made that 
they enter the affair purely from speculative motives. 
The owners 
of the Kapiolani 
Estate new building are moving 
into it. 
The 
Hawaiian News Company 
will be in the paper business 
on a con- 
siderable 
scale in a few days. 
They will handle a general 
stock 
from the Zellerbach's, 
of San Francisco. 
There arc rumors of fur- 
ther consolidation 
in the vehicle business. 
The extra session of the 
Legislature, like the regular session, is proving very unsatisfactory 
to the people. 
The expenses 
arc very heavy 
and the resultant 
beneficial 
laws few indeed. 
lhe extra session 
will last till the 
middle of this month. 
The most lively business just at present is 
the opening of beer saloons under the provisions 
of the new license 
law. 
These establishments are looming up in many different locali- 
ties 
in the town. 
The chef for the Alexander Young hotel has 
arrived. 
He was once with the Baldwin at San Francisco and has 
opened up a number of hotels on the Coast. 
The mortgage indebtedness has increased since our last report 
$57,818.90.
